St. Paul's Cathedral is next to Westminster 
Abbey with regard to antiquity, and far superior 
la style of arcfaiteetore. It was bnilt iu Queen 
Aaae's Nifla bv Christopher Wren, England's 
greatest araitect. It is situated in the centre of 
the business quarter, at the fiK>t of Fleet street. 
I asi-eiided to tne height ol four huiiiiml feci 
above tiie pavement, under the IihII and crosp 
that surmounts the dome. The Whispering Gal 
lery, in the dome, is so constructed, that you may 
hear the slightest whisper in anv part of tiie gal 
lery. The workmen bel<»w were making prepar- 
atiouH for the cliaritv .school-' anniversary, an<l 
even while rhi ir haininers kept an alino-st dvafoii 
ing ra"ket, i listened to the hisiorv of tlie Cathe 
dral, delivered by my guide opposite me, in a 
whisper. TYte monuments and groups of statuary 
|4aeed here bv Government, in honor of English 
■ea who flourished duriu;: the last century, ar<- 
MW, and many of them well executed. Welling 
tae aad V«lMa an bariad ia the rarft under 
neath . 

Tlie 'r.,v>. ! t i, ■ i ii 1- -itiiatcd on the North 
bank of tin J'liauu s in liu' K astern part of the 
eity. The oldeat buildin;; now standing (the 
White Tower) was built about the year I,*M>0, by 
William the Con']ueror. In view of its antii|uity, 
ot' the aiany tragedies f!iat li ae Id-en cnacte": 
within its walls, and of the conspicuous piac4; it 
occupied in Rii'^lish History as the strongest for- 
tification iu England in former times, the tower 
alTords the place of greater interest. The ancient 
moat, alKiutone hundred feet in breadth, still sur- 
rounds the walls, and is used for a parade ground 
by the soldiers stationed in the barracks within 
The entrauof, after passing an ir-'U gate and 
crossing the moat, is by an archway near the 
Bloody Tower, where the Duke ol Clarence was 
dfOWDMBd in a "butt of malmsey,'' and the voung 
ptiaoes were smothed hv order of Richard III.

towers, to which I was not admitted; a small Nor- 
man chapel ; barracks built by Wellington; and the 
jewel -liou>e, in which are kept those gewgaws of 
rovaltv that have lirawn from English purses 

The Thames tuuuei may perhaps be consider- 
ed ae one of the moot wooderfhl Meets in Lon- 
don. It is built under the bed of me river, two 
miles below London Bridge Its length, twelve 
hundred feet. Operations were commenced in 
l^^2.">, after a plan of Sir Isainbard K Brunei, and 
after many ilitliculiies. ainl aih-lav of seven years, 
caused by a break in the shield which protected 
the wockewa, filling the portioa already complet 
ad with water, the work was finally op^ed to the 
public in l'^4."> The architect is said to have de 
rived the idea of the shield from the operaiii.iua 
of the teredo, a testaceous animal which eats its 
way through the h i i Jai t beai ^ pMUBUi by a 
cylindrical shell. 

Brunei's shell consisted oftwehe separate parts 
or divisions, each containing th ee cells. In these 
aells the miners wolked, ptotoeteu bfthe shield 
above and in front, aad backed by the brick lay 
ers behind, who built up as fast as the miners 
advan( ed The toUl cost was nearlv £i,"l)0.(»bfl. 
The yearly receipt- amount t > .fi-J.'S.tKMl, a sum 
barely sufficient to ruver liie . ossary cipendi 
tures, from tlie coiisiaut inliux oi' laud springs. It 
belongs to a public company, called the Thames 
Tunnel Company. The ascent and descent are 
by cylindrical shafts, of one hundred steps cacii. 
and the toll for foot passengers is one penny for 
each passenger. It has not been rendered ac 
cessible for vechicles of any sort, owing to the 
greatcoat of completing the apj. roaches. 



.Mammoth Trees in California. — A correspon 
dei.t of the San Francisco Bulletiu, who has visi- 
ted the famous big trees in Calveras ooonty, 
makes the following meatioa of aoMO af Ihem : 

There lies "The father of the Forest," the 
graatest of the ninety two giaalB. Hough long 
siaee fallen, it is the wonder of every boholder 
Prom the nearest calculation this monster is 112 
feet in circumference, and according to its size 
aad the a aaa l proportion of treea, it must have 
beea orer fear hundred feet high! After going 
some distance uj. the trunk, we climbed through 
a knot hole at one sidi-, and ascending a ladder to 
the top, walked over two hundred feet along Its 
Iraak towards the roots. Not far from this, one 
af ear party rode through one of dm lalleo trees 
mm hoaM-bai^. 

Hiree of these remarkable trees stand so near 
together, that for twenty -five feet from the 
ground, one could not pass an ordinary sized 
beaver between them — the middle one is a little 
taller than the odier two. Apart from the rest, 
atands the "Husband and Wife," but not near 
enough together to aflford any mutual support to 
each other A little further on is "Rip Van 
Winkle;" unlike his original, however, he will 
never rise again. Solitary and alone stands the 
*'Uermit," while just iu front of the rantis, -Gen. 
Soott" towers bis lof^ form. We were also 
ahesra the "Old Maid,'* and the "Old Badmlor."

In a ftepoblic lit* ours, where tbe ideaof raak 
is of so lib|le aoeoant, and charueUr iroighs so 
much, tbe asaa who rises to the true dignity of a 
stattTsman. has achieved that which renders him 
trulv worthy ut the designation HiniorabU S» 
much Jepeoda assoog us on the sufiiageii ot the 
l>eople, tliat the temptetion ia atooag to plav the 
part of a mere politician. To be such requires 
ii'i ; .tiiound study of civic economy, or the phil 
oi'.'-'iati's Ceri.iin small arts are suffi 
cient, and the least worthy sometimes attain great 
success. I hey may not enjoy the respect oT the 
virtuous, but they have compassed theirobject, and 
can dispense with a merit, which a real statesman 
highly prizes. It is perhaps absurd to adopt the 
Walpcilean maxim that "every man has his price," 
but tliat iiioiie_\ has ►>eeii often used to promote 
the election of candidates, is not to be denied. — 
That it has been used by pecaona in high places, 
there is too much reason to fear That the gik 
iny or receiving pecuniary considerations, has a 
corrupting tendency, needs no proof. We do not 
intimate that the mass of the people are not |io 
litieallv jiiire. We have confi ieiu-f in their in 
tegrit} aud iulelligeuce. But how long they sh il: 
remain so, depeaw on the examples set by those 
who lead and control public opinion. Though 
watchful eyes are upon the oondoetof pnUic men, 
there may be a great deal of private intrigue, and 
virtual bribery, which is never spread before the 
puplio. 

In our Presidential elections, especially, we 
fear that bad influences have been exerted in an 
augmented ratio, and that no party can plead 
guiltless In this matter. The grsnd object of 
each is to can V it- candidate into power by all 
means; and some of the means are used vvith lit 
tie scrui>u!ousness. Among the^e i■^ a sys'. iii ol 
calumny aud detraction, which t<> foreigners ap 
pears little leas than madness. Were they t«> form 
their opinions of our candidates from the descrip 
lions of the political pres-'. they would infer, that 
whichever party sweeeeded. i- should have a 
graceless if not a \\ oi l li';.--- den>agogue to lead 
o'lr councils and admiii -tcr the government. — 
Such licentiousne^s would soon wear ontour rep- 
utation, aad greatly depress us in the eyes of the 
wortd. Anouier fatal consequence will be, that 
the truly worthy, the real shitesman. will retire 
t'rom the arena, where so much mud i> tlirown u]>. 
without the accompaniment of an honorable and 
generous contiict. 

We cannot spare the good and high minded 
statesman, of whom we wouM form such an ideal 
as this- 

I He should be a t'ulenf of the philosophy of 
trovernmcnt. in its broadest ainl most digni 
tied aspect. He should understand the origin, the 
history, the policy, the true end of the govern 
ment under which he lives. He should comftre- 
bend the spirit of the Constitution, as well as it- 
letter. He should be studious of the wriiin.- oi 
the political fathers. Thev were men .d s'rcn-th. 
dignitv, and perspicuity Tlieir vision looked 
far down the line of time to distant jwsterity — 
Tbe ataaq> of their wisdom is still risible u(H>n 
our institutions. In proportioa as we have ig 
nored that wisdom, we have plunged into difficul 
ties. The true statesman will seek to bring us 
back to first principles, and to the -tudy of the 
revolutionary perio<l . 

2. He should be a sincere and devoted lover of 
the Union. Disunited, we are but a reproach aud 
a by-woid. Sectioaalism is of all things most to 
be avoided. They who thrive by fomenting in 
te! iial strife, reader themselves utterly unworthy 
the name and the privileges of citizens. Those 
statesmen who have been the most zealous, the 
most consunt advocates of Union, have won the 
moat brilliant lame from an enthusiastic people 
It la open their tombs that the Muse of hi-iory 
delights to hang her perennial wreath. From 
that tomb they .-peak with more than mortal «do 
quence. Their august shades rebuke the tlippan 
cy of asodem disuuionists. 

3. He should be a man of great thoughts. — 
Then will be disdain tlie tricks of small politi 
clans. Then will he use no paltry arts for the 
aggrandizement of self. He will contemplate 
his whole e<<nnlrv — be impies-i'd with the mor.il 
grandeur of her position and pro.spects — be charm 
ed with her wisely restrained liberties — help her 
to i>romote justice with all nations — strive rather 
to con-olidate and strengthen, than further V) 
exti ltd her immense possessions. 

4 He should be cool, logical and atile to gen 
eralize the vast details coniinnaily do^ ('li)]ied in 
tlie progress of our unprecedented prosperity — 
Such an one would command the reverence and 
admiration of the Senate and tbe popular assem- 
bly. Nor, finally should he be ashamed to con 
fess his dependence on a Saperior Power tfiat 
rules amid the nations. The statesman never ap 
pears with greater dignity th u when he solemnly 
appeals to the protection of Almighty God, and 
invokes the guidaaee aad gaawSaaship of his 
Spirit in tbe perforasanee of great aad responsi- 
ble datiea. 

Sublimely Khxiiient. 

In tbe sew book of Dr. Ro-s. entitled "Slavery 
Ordained by God," which contains all his letters 
and speedies on the slarery question, we find the 
following beautiful piece of imagery:

The result was, that in the crowd of restive aud 
high mettled racers, of keen .iiid luacticed Kiig 
li*Ji jockeves, who all knew each ulher and each

Si BMARiNE Railway ExrtOKATioN in .\iAU.i.t 
i^r.kT's .£aoBTATio TvatOAa DiviNo Bcu. — We 
co;.v die following from the New York MTy 
Tirnas: 

The exploration of the two tracks of ways )f 
the submarine railroad at Hunter's Point, wis 
made on M(Uiday. in Malleferl's iic-w bell, with 
entire succe.is. The object of the explorati)ii 
was to ascertain whether the two large irm 
sheaves, placed upon the track two months a<:o, 
were in working order. To ascertain this tie 
.firostatic Tubular Diving Bell was floated ovi>r 
the sheaves in eiL'hteen feet w.iter, and lowei"!! 
by allowing' the air to escape from the outi>r shdl. 
The experiment was witnessed by a number of 
engineers and divei|(«ilh great intereat. As soon 
as the bell had been lowet«d, the men entered It 
by the tube, the upper portion of which rcmaiicd 
above the surface, and proceeifed with their wodc. 
When they came up they said the light admiit d 
through the tube enabled them to see clearlv wlut 
was below, aud to do their work. What surpri* 
ed thoee oa abooa atoat, waa tteir aaaoaaeemeit 
of the fact tiiat ttey beard what waa said cn 
shore, IS*' feet distant. The divers remainal 
below five hours, when they came out to din», 
and then returned and remained five hours Ionise-, 
cutting and l. triim timbers. Havin^r ii„ishal 
their work they came up again and spoke inhitji 
terms of the success of the experiaseat. Whib 
in it, the operator has at all timee an openlit; 
through valved man-holes in the tube, to abose 
the surface, to which he can get out without ei 
teriial assigtance, or without requiring to mo'e 
the bell The area of the bell used is 'SA feet4t 
the bottom, which affords sufficient working spa*e
